The most intimate friends of Sharon at 
Washington say hois one of the most earn- 
est and trustworthy Republicans, and 
that nothing but the most imperative calls 
of business would keep him away from 
Washington at this criseis. The governor 
of Nevada is Democratic, and if Sharon 
resigns a Democrat would bo appointed 
in his place. Whon ho was olectod to the 
Senate he supposed himself to be worth, 
clear and free from all dobts.in tho neigh 
borhood of §20,000,000. 
the Bank of California, death of Ralston 
and heavy shrinkuge in btocks have so 
crippled him l bat his financial salvation 
is by no means yet assured. Ho assumed 
mo ;t of the liabilities of Ealston, put tlie 
Bunk < f California on its feet, finished 
thePalice Hotel (which cost about $(>,-

The trial ofE. Snfi'ery, estate agent, and 
of W.Swiudlehurst and Dr. Baxter Lang- 
ley, respectively tho manager and chair- 
man of the Artisans' Dwellings Company, 
has been concluded, The jury found all 
three prisoners guilty. The prisoners 
wero charged with conspiring to defraud 
the company of upwards of £25,000 in tho 
purchase of two estates in tho neighbor- 
hood of London, and the modus operandi 
was shortly as follows: — Having ascertain- 
ed that th* properties worn for sale, Saffe- 
ry entered into a provisional contract for 
their purchase, and immediately sold 
them to tho company at a largely increas- 
ed price. The profit thus obtained was 
divided between the prisoners, Langloy 
and Swindleburst taking upwards of £13,- 
300 out of tho £25,000. The principal 
point urged by Sir Henry James and Ser- 
geant Ballantine in their defence was that 
Hio dealing in laud by a "middleman" in 
this way, was a matter of evory-day occur- 
rence, and that it was equally common 
for tho "middleman" to givo a bonus or 
commission to thoso who hud assisted 
him to what tho learned judge called 
a "good thing." Dr. Langloy inado 
a strong appeal for mercy, urging thut ho 
had now learnt for tho first time that 
■what he had done was co itrary to law. 
Swindlehurst also addressed tho learned 
Judge, urging his long career of "devo- 
tion to the public weal" as a reason for 
mitigation of his sentence. Ho said ho 
camo to London as a working mechanical 
engineer, living with his wife and family 
in u single room, and while eo doing tho 
necessity of providing proper dwellings 
for arlifaue was forced upon him, 
and ho had devoted his life to the 
accomplishment of that worthy object. 
He hud founded workingmen's and tem- 
perance institutions, and had delivered 
1,500 addresses in different parts of tho 
kingdom, for which ho had Dover roooiv- 
od a single penny. Mr. Commissioner 
Kerr, in passing a sentence of eighteen 
months' imprisonment, with hard labor, 
on Langloy and Swindlehurst, and of 
twelve months on Saffery — who was re- 
commended to nil rcy by both tho jury 
nnd the Crown — -said ho had consulted 
with his brother commissioners and with 
Mr. Justice Lush, "who, of all othors, 
tompored morcy with justice," and ho 
thought that sentence would bo sufficient 
punishment for tho prisoners and suffici- 
ent deterrent for others. 

Tho trial of tho detectives Clarke, 
Palmor, Meiklejohn, and Drnscdvich, and 
of Mr. Froggatt! solicitor, for conspiring 
to defeat tho ends of justice', was resumed 
nt the Central Criminal Court on the 26th 
ult, before Mr. Baron Pol'oek. Tho 
evidence of Kurr was resumed, and, hav- 
ing been brought to a close, ha w»« 



Mr. Gladstone in Ireland. 

Mr. Gladstone's movements on the 23rd 
October wore confined entirely to tho 
country. Ho remained all day in the 
County of Wicklow and convenient to 
Kilrnddery. At half-past eleven o'clock 
the right lion, gontleman left Kilruddory 
House on foot to walk to ono of tho Sugar 
Loaf Mountains, a distance of throe or 
four miles. Mrs. and Miss Gladstone left 
in a carriage shortly after the ex-Premier 
had started, and overtook him. Mr. Glad- 
stone ascended the mountain. It is not 
at all an easy task to reach the summit, 
which is over 800 feot above the level of 
tho sea. From tho top is a most pleasing 
view of the three province-, Leinster, 
Ulster and Monster, and on a clear day 
tho Welsh coast is visible. As on pre- 
vious days, the visitors wero blessed with 
fine weather, though a sharp easterly 
breeze blow. On descending from tho 
Lnaf, Mrs. and Mies Gladstone drove 
buck, but their companion set out at a 
brisk walking pace, and reached Kilrud- 
dory about 1 o'clock. He lunched thero 
with a fow friends, and remained indoors 
for the remainder of the afternoon. In 
tho eveping there was a large dinner party. 
It is stated thut Mr. Gladstone will to day 
start on foot for Ooplatin, tho residence of 
the Earl of Fitzwilliam, a distance of fully 
30 miles, stopping one night ut Ash- 
bourne. Th< only way to see Hi" beau- 
ties of thfl County Wicklow in on foot. 
By carriage driving and railway travelling 
one half of the picturesque scenes are 
lost, nnd it h:is always been tho custom 
of tourists to walk through tun garden of 
Ireland. The right lion, gentleman will 
remain some days at Coolatin, and visit 
Lord Powerscourt and also Lord Morick. 
It is probable that ho will leave Ireland 
on tho Gtb of November; but as to tho 
time ho will visit Eillarney nothing defi- 
nite has been iixeiL Ho will ou tho 20th 
start for Carton, tho residence of the Duke 
of Leinster, and ono of the many places 
of great interest outside Dublin and its 
vicinity. 

In roply to tho invitation which Major 
Crawford, of Crawfordsburn, County 
Down, forwarded to Mr. Gladstone, 
though his brother, Mr. dames sbnrman 
Crawford, M P., the right lion, gentleman 
has sent the following communication: —

Dear Mr. Sharman Crawford:— My visit 
to Ireland has not been unattended with 
this embarrassment, that I tun quite un- 
able to meet on the occasion tho many 
kind oilers of hospitality which have 
reached mt> from various parts of tho 
country. Among them I gave a marked 
place to yours, and it is with much re- 
gret and reluctance that I forego the hope 
of it, at least for tho present opportunity. 
Wo have had many arrears to discharge, 
and the consequonoe will bo that I shall 
not be able within tho time at my dis- 
posal to movo in your direction. After a 
good deal of consideration I also come to 
tho conclusion that, in tho present stato 
of Irish opinion, I should do best to 
keep silence on public affairs; and also, I 
regret to say, that, for fear of greater 
offence, this intention must be applicable 
to all parts of tho country.

WRECK OF AN AMERICAN MAN- 
OF-WAR,

Lamentable Loss of Life. 

Washington, Nov. 24.— Tho observer 
at Kitty Hawk roports at 11:35 a.m. to the 
chief sigual office as follows: The U. S. 
man of-war steamer Huron struck two 
mile;, north of No. 7 station at 1:80 a. m. 
The vossel is a total wreck. 

Newauk, Nov. 24.— The following is a 
correct list of officerB of the Huron. Com- 
mander, G. P. Ryan; lieutenants, S. A. 
Simouds, R. G. Palmer; musters, Win. 
G. Conway, Walter S. French, Wright; 
ensigns, Young and Danor; surgeon, G. 
S. Cuthbert; paymaster, Carey N.« Ban- 
ders; ohief ongiueor, Edward M. Olson; 
assistant onginoers, R. G. Denig, E. F. 
Warbnrton. 

Tho saved are Master Conway, Ensign 
Young, Cadet-engineer Warburton ami 
Assistant -enginfer Deniig and 41 of tho 
i crew. 

Tho cause of tho disaster is as follows: 
Thick weather, frisk gide directly on 
shoro: foro a ad aft sails set, roofed fore- 
sail and mainsail; carried away ; jib stay 
bunt; the foro storm staysail; struck be- 
tween 1 and 1:30 a.m.; boats washed from 
boat davits, lowered tirst cnttor which 
swamped about ten minutes later. Liout. 
Palmer was drowned about the same time 
as tho captain. Tho living saved them- 
selves by swimming ashore. 

Tho signal ncrvioe observer at tho scoiio 
of the wreck roports at 5:25 p.m. tho surf 
boat of tho wrecking stoamor B. & 7. lia- 
kor in attempting to land was swamped 
with nine men on board. Jas. S. Ykson, 
Stephon Boll, DonuisMeCoy. Willis Walk- 
er and Oaptuin J. J. Guthrie, paymaster 
of tho lifo saving service, wero lost. 

Samoa. 

Washington, Nov. 26.— Tho ambassa- 
dor of tho Samoin Government, M. K. 
Lamamoa, with his associato, James 
Guthrie, arrived here yesterday, and will 
havo a conference with tho Secretary of 
State. The object of tho nnibnssador is 
to negotiate with tho United States a 
treaty of friendship and commerce, thus 
seonriug recognition as an independent 
nation. Tho go\ornmentof tho Sandwich 
Islands is the only one which has thus 
far recognized that of Samoa, Germany 
and other uationa nro awaiting tho aelioti 
of the U. S. in that direction. England, 
however, is seeking to obtain possession 
of the entire group, and wilh this view 
has i'jflicted much damago on tho Sa- 
moans, who have boon looking to tho 
United States for protection, and some 
tirae ago submitted such a proposition 
which received no favor fiumolir govern- 
ment. Abont ton years a^'o Pogo Pogo 
Bay was ceded by one of tho Samoan 
chiefs to tho lato Commodore Meade, no 
gotiating a treaty with him for the pur- 
pose. All imtions have recognized our 
right of possession, though the United 
States has taken no subsequent action on 
[the (subject. The ambassador cannot an- 
ticipate objection on the part of our gov- 
ernment to a treaty of friendship and com- 
merco with Samoa, as it ban recognized 
even the far off government of tho Stute 
of Orange, in South America.

Richmond, Nov. 85. — The excitement 
in the lowor part of his city is most in- 
tense.

Peoplo who remained in their 
dwellings wore much alarmed and were 
driven from floor to floor to escape tho 
flood. The floods aro now subsiding.

EUROPE. 
London, Nov. 20.— A fearful gale r;iged 
around tho British Lies Saturday ni^ht. 
Thirty vessels are ashore belweon Euuis 
gate und Deal, and many lives aro report- 
ed lost. 

Tho Standard announces that theacqui 
siticn of a harbor and coaling station in 
thu Sandwich Islands having greatly in- 
creased tho influence of the United States 
in tho Pacific, it has bean considered ud- 
visablo that a British man-of-war shall al- 
ways be detached to represent the British 
flag noar theso islands. 

London, Nov. 23— A Paris correspon- 
dent says: Nobody doubts that tho de- 
bate on the cabinet's programme to-mor- 
row will result in a vote of want of con- 
fidence. It is probable tho cabinet will 
resign, for the honent men of which it is 
composed will not cling to power at a 
risk to the country, and it is said thoy 
have declared that they don't want a 
second dissolution after the resignation 
of the cabinet. The marshal must decide 
between conciliation or resignation. The 
Bonapartist cabinet is resolved on vio- 
lence Nobody here ever imagines that 
ho can enter 011 tho latter course. 

A Bora correspondent says: The peace 
party is increasing and strenuously en- 
deavoring to get some proper mediator, 
but no distinct programme or definito 
overtures aro yet put forth, for fear of a 
humiliating refusal from Russia. 

Versailles, Nov. 21. — In tho senate to 
day General Qrimanctet Do Rochbeau, 
the newly appointed president of the 
council and minister of war, made the 
following statement: In oonseauence of 
recent discussions in the deputies Presi- 
dent MaeMahon has intrusted thu ministry 
to men outside 'he political struggle. 
They vil 1 faithfully observe tho laws and 
afford tint marshal the support ho requires 
as important to facilitate commorcial in- 
ttrco.iiso and preparations for the expo- 
sition. We shall respect and require 
respect for tho republican lawn by which 
wo arc ruled, The constitution will pass 
intact from us to our successors, when the 
president judges opportune to roplace 11s 
by parliamentary ministers. Wo rely 
upon your co-oporution in our work of 
: appeasement. 

I Lepellodier, minister of justice, read 
tho same statement in tho olnimbor of 
di'putievvheraupon Bo Marcior,iu behalf 
of tho left, interpellated tho ministry re- 
specting its formation. 

Do Weloho, minister of 1 lie interior, link- 
ed for a postponement of the interpellation 
till Thursday, but the chamber decided 
!,) dUous? it immediately. 

De Maroier urged that tho cabiuot re- 
presented a personal not a parliamentary 
power He said better toll tho marshal 
the truth anil spare tho country a fresh 
crisis. De Welohe urged the marshal's 
constitutional rights. 

Jules Ferry moved, on behalf of tho 
left, that tho chamber consider tho minis- 
try by its composition is a denial of tho 
national rights of parliamentary law and 
can only aggravate the crisis which has 
cruelly weighed upon business finoo tho 
10th of May and cannot outer into rola 
tlons with the ministry.

Tho Moni- 
tcur states that at the rocoption which foi- 
lowad tho dinner President MoMahon re- 
peatedly declared in favor of u policy of 
insistence, saying that tho chamber had 
replied to his conciliatory overtures by a 
violent declaration of war; Any conces- 
sion now on his part tantamount to capit- 
ulation. Duty, dignity and honor re- 
quired him to roanme tho combat of re- 
sistance. 

President MiieMnhon in a cabinet coun- 
cil this morning expressed similar views, 
but wan decided on tho point that the 
ministers should continue to attend the 
sittings of the chamber.

A telegram from Bucharest says so 
far the rumors that Osman Pasha is 
negotiating for surrender aro merely 
based upon the appearance of a parlo- 
mentairo from Plevna at Russian 
headquarters.
